At Indianapolis yesterday, John S. 
Abercrombie, 
corresponding 
secre­ 
tary of the Young Men’s Commercial 
club, met by appointment, a repre­ 
sentative of a newly organized com­ 
pany that will manufacture keyless 
locks, postoffice boxes and office fur­ 
niture. 
The company is 
capitalized 
at 
$60,000, owns some valuable devices 
and patents and is now looking for 
its factory. 
It would employ fifty 
men at the start, and increase its 
capacity as the business justified. 
The factory would be glad to lo­ 
cate in Rushviile, provided suitable 
arrangements could be 
made. 
Mr. 
Abercrombie invited the representa­ 
tives to come to Rushviile, look the 
town over and get acquainted with 
some of the directors of the Y. M. C. 
C. 
This, the men agreed to do and 
said they would come to Rushviile in 
two weeks 
prepared to 
make the 
Y. M. C. C. a proposition. 
The rep­ 
resentatives further said they would 
be very reasonable in their demands 
and ask but little in the way of in­ 
ducements to erect their factory here. 
Mr. Abercrombie recently had a 
etter from a man in Cleveland, Ohio, 
who is foreman in one of the large 
automobile factories there. This man 
desired to organize a factory for the 
manufactuie of bodies o£ automo- 
nles 
He said the factories in that 
ine of business in the United States 
were unable to supply the demand. 
Mr. Abercrombie has written him and 
will endeavor to 
get him to 
visit 
iushville at an' early date. 
It will 
}e recalled that a factory at Con- 
nersville 
manufacturing 
beds 
or 
jodies for autos recently increased 
its capital to $600,000. 
Mr. Abercrombie says he favors 
the location of several small fac­ 
tories or newly organized concerns in 
Iushville rather than 
one 
or two 
arge ones. He says that some of the 
small factories will grow into large 
ones anyway in the course of time, 
and that if one cf the small factories 
jurns or fails in business the loss is 
not so keenly felt. Besides he points 
out that it 
requires a large 
cash 
jonus to locate a big factory whereas 
the smaller concerns will be satisfied 
with comparatively little in the way 
of inducements. 
Mr. Abercrombie says he is con­ 
vinced that if the Y. M. C. C. had 
$50,000 in cash and ten acres for 
factory sites it could locate eight or 
ten factories in Rushviile within two 
years and make Rushviile a busy 
town of 10,000 inhabitants by Janu­ 
ary 1, 1912. He says further that he 
believes if the citizens can raise $15,- 
000 they can locate three good fac­ 
tories before the snow flies.

President Thomas E. Mitten of the 
Chicago City Railway company , it is 
reported, is ready to y ield in the inter­ 
est of peace. 
A statem ent outlining 
the position of the company probably 
will be issued today , and it is said it 
will be of such a conciliatory nature 
that the employ es would lose public 
sy mpathy if they attempted to force a 
strike in the face of the company ’s 
offer. 
The details of the company ’s offer 
of a wage advance will be determined 


in a conrerence witn m e union com­ 
mittee. 
The company will issue a 
public sta tem ent which it is under­ 
stood will show the basis on which 
the company is ready to negotiate. 
The max imum sca le of 30 cents an 
hour demanded by the men will be 
granted by the companies, it is said, 
provided they are given a specified 
time to reach that limit.
